On October 20, 2010, Sergeants David Bly and Brenda Parker, along with Lieutenant 
Mike Grimaldi responded to the City of Huntington Park to investigate a deputy-involved 
non-hit shooting involving East Los Angeles Station personnel. 


On Tuesday, October 19, 2010, at approximately 2330 nours, Deputy Andrea 
Sandoval, was on patrol in the city Maywood. She observed a dark-colored Nissan 
Maxima stopped with the headlights on in the parking Ict of the Scottish Inn Motel at 
3642 Slauson Ave. Maywood. Deputy Sandoval observed a male adult driver (later 
identified as Suspect Eric Valdez), and sever: itting in the vehicle ME 

FH/21, IFH27, and IMH/21). Conducting a 
patrol check of the loctation, she ran the vehicle’s license plate. Deputy Sandoval 
drove past the motel, then made a u-turn and waited for the DMV information on the 
vehicle. 


Suspect Valdez drove out of the parking lot and Deputy Sandoval was advised by 
Sheriff's Communication that the vehicle was reported stolen. Deputy Sandoval 
broadcast that she was Code 9, following the vehicle, and requested backup. While 
she waited for assisting units, Deputy Sandoval followed the vehicle to the 2900 block 
of 60" Place in Huntington Park. Suspect Valdez pulled into the driveway ao" 
Place, and attempted to make a three-point u-turn in the narrow street. Before Suspect 
Valdez could complete the maneuver, and because of the narrow street, Deputy 
Sandoval blocked his progress with her radio car. Deputy Sandoval stood behind her 
open driver's side door with her handgun drawn and ordered the occupants to remain 
seated and show her their hands. 


Suspect Valdez’s vehicie was facing in the direction of Deputy Sandoval’s radio car at 
an angle, which placed the Suspect’s driver’s door near the right-front bumper of the 
radio car. Suspect Valdez ignored Deputy Sandoval’s orders and lowered his hands 
and subsequently opened his door. Deputy Sandoval attempted to detain Suspect 
Valdez at gunpoint, but he ignored her and exited the vehicle. Suspect Valdez was 
moving his hands up and down from his chest to above his shoulders. He continuing to 
ignore Deputy Sandoval’s orders, Suspect Valdez stepped out from behind his door, at 
which time Deputy Sandoval observed a bulge in his left waistband under his untucked 
tee-shirt. Suspect Valdez told Deputy Sandoval he hadn't done anything wrong, then 
lowered his right hand to his waistband area while still moving away from his vehicle. 
Suspect Valdez started to lift his tee-shirt with his left hand. Deputy Sandoval said she 
saw the grip of a handgun, black in color. 
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Fearing the Suspect was about to arm himself and possibly shoot at her, Deputy 
Sandoval fired one round at Suspect Valdez. The bullet shattered the window of the 
Suspect'’s driver’s door and struck the left rear passenger's door near the window trim. 
Suspect Valdez immediately ran away from Deputy Sandoval between his vehicle and 
the parked cars, and continued running west on 60" Place, then north on Oak Street 
and out of view EEE exited the vehicle via the rear right passenger side door

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


SANDOVAL, Andrea, Deputy Sheriff Aias interviewed on October 20, 2010 by 
East Los Angeles Detective George Bernal and on November 8, 2010 at approximately 
1015 hours by IAB Sergeants David Bly and Brenda Parker. Both interviews were 
recorded for review. The following is a summary of those interviews. 


Deputy Sandoval said she was assigned to patrol in the city of Maywood. She said she 
saw a vehicle in the parking lot of the Scottish Inn Mote.. She said, “I noticed that there 
was a tan Nissan parked in the driveway and there was a male occupant that was 
driving the car and the female occupant. The male had a green T-shirt on, had hair, 
between 20, 25 years old. The female, | couldn't really tell but she was light-skinned 
The two that were inside of the motel walked up to the car the male entered the rear 
driver's side. The female got into the rear passenger's side of the car. The car then 
pulled forward. As they were stopped there, | motioned to the car to go ahead and 
make the right turn, right-hand turn. Park, you know? (They) Stayed in the parked area 
for a bit.” 
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Deputy Sandoval said the vehicle made a right turn and she followed the vehicle. She 
said, “And then | proceeded to make a right. I got behind the vehicle, and I did a DMV 
check of the vehicle’s license plate with my MDT. The car came back as stolen. SCC 
got on the radio and asked me what my status was re: the 'V’.” 


Deputy Sandoval said she advised she was code-9 and she never activated her red 
lights or siren. She said, “I went southbound got onto Loma Vista. The vehicle then 
proceeded to turn westbound on 59” and | asked for the patch. | advised SCC that we 
were westbound 59" behind a 10-29 Victor we were going, we crossed Everett. We got 
to Maywood. Maywood, we went south on Maywood. Then we got to, in Randolph 
which we went westbound on Randolph. Kept updating where we were going. Told 
them there was four occupants in the car. Vehicle then turned northbound onto the 
State-Boyle connection. The street turned to -- you're going northbound it's State, but if 
you're coming southbound it’s Boyle from Slauson. Turned northbound off of that 
street. The vehicle ended up going westbound onto 60" Place and past Albutus 
(inaudible) and Oak, and pulled into a driveway on the south side of the street. At 
which point, | advised SCC that | was going to be exiting my vehicle and | was going to 
be detaining at gunpoint.” 


Deputy Sandoval said she exited the vehicle and covered the suspects with her 
handgun. She said, “ I thought he was going to stop at that location so | got on the 
radio and I told SCC I’m going to be detaining at gunpoint, the vehicle yielded. Oh, well 
when | positioned myself, I exited my vehicle and I, | had my gun out and | was telling 
him stop, don’t move, you know, stay in the car. Don’t move, let me see your hands 
and that’s when the car reversed and it reversed maybe about three to five feet and so 
now we're (vehicles) nose to nose.”

Deputy Sandoval said she positioned herself in the “V” area of the patrol car's 
doorjamb. She said she placed the dash and engine compartment between her and 
the suspects the best she could for cover and containment. She said she pointed her 
weapon out and over the door and windshield. Deputy Sandoval had her spot light on 
and positioned on the suspects. She said she did not recall if her overhead rotators 
were activated or not. 


Deputy Sandoval said she was giving the suspects orders and answering the radio at 
the same time observing the Suspect’s actions. She said, “I was telling them to turn the 
car off and then I was telling everybody, you know, | was like let me see your hands, put 
your hands where I can see them, don’t move. And | was telling them to stay in the car, 
not to move, just let me see your hands, let me see your hands, and | know that they 
can hear me only because the female in the front passenger seat is doing what I'm 
asking, so she’s sitting there like this and she has her hands up where | can see them. 
And that’s pretty much it. ] just kept telling them and | was answering my mike at the 
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same time because SCC was asking ‘which direction are you facing and was anybody 
Code 6 with you’ and I can hear all kinds of other traffic.” 


Deputy Sandoval said there was a male driver (Suspect Valdez), front female 
passenger rear female passenger side, land rear 
male driverside She said she could see the Suspect and front 


passenger clearly and could see the rear passengers, but could not see their hands or 
if they were actually following her orders. 


Deputy Sandoval said the Suspect only raised his right hand and she could not see his 
left hand. She said the Suspect did not comply with her orders to remain in the car. 
She said the Suspect quickly opened his door and then slowly exited the vehicle. The 
Suspect briefly stood in the doorjamb area and raised both of his hand chest level, but 
did not comply with Deputy Sandoval’s orders. 


Deputy Sandoval said she told the Suspect she did not want to shoot him and to stay in 
the car. She said the Suspect did not say anything to her while he was in the car. She 
said, “ | know l'm by myself, no one is there yet and so, Aero wasn’t there, nobody was 
there, so Pm yelling at him stay in the car, stay in the car and the door is open for a 
minute and then he exits the car. When he exits the car, he’s got his hands like at a, at 
a W and he kind of, you know, it’s....He never raised his left hand. And then he gets 
out of the car and when he gets out of the car, he keeps his hand like, his elbows are at 
his waist level and his hands are either side in a W formation.” 


Deputy Sandoval said, “And he gets out of the car and he’s standing behind the door 
for a minute and he’s like ‘I’m not doing anything, l'm not doing anything’ and l'm telling 
him, get back in the car. [ said, and then | was like, no wait, | don't want him to go back 
in the car. l'm like stay where you're at, let me see your hands, don’t fucking move, just 
stay where you're at, don’t fucking move and he, you know, and everyone was just 
chiming on the radio, ‘where are you at, can’t find you’, rey, you know, this and that, 
and then SCC gave out the address again and the units are like ‘hey, is anybody Code 
6 with you’ and |, you know, I'm still yelling at the guy stay in the car, you know, stay in 
the car and now | can hear Aero saying up ahead in seconds.” 


Deputy Sandoval said the Suspect was wearing an untucked green tee-shirt and both of 
his hands were up at his chest. She said she was watching him and ordering him to 
stay were he was at, at the same tine moving her eyes to observe the other people in 
the vehicle. She said she could clearly see the front female passenger, but could not 
clearly observe the rear passengers. 


Deputy Sandoval said the Suspect continued to slowly move north away from the car 
door. She said, “And he keeps inching until he completely clears the door and so then | 
have a whole frontal view of him and at first | didn’t really get his clothing description 
Yeah, he’s still telling me Tm not doing anything, I’m not fucking doing anything, I’m not 
doing anything’ and he, he still has his hands like this (et chest level).” 
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Deputy Sandoval said she was watching the Suspect, the other passengers, and 
listening to the radio traffic of SCC and deputies who were asking questions. She said 
she saw a buige on the Suspect’s left waistband area that was covered by his tee-shirt. 
She said, “I saw what, what looked like to me it looked like a bulge like on his left side 
and I was trying to figure out like, okay, | don’t...you know, it looked square. I go it 
could be a phone or it could be a gun, it could be, you know, it could be anything.” 


Deputy Sandoval said, “I was trying to figure cut, you know, what he was doing and | 
was hoping someone will get there soon because Fm like he’s gonna figure out I'm by 
myself ‘cause he couldn’t figure out at first because | had the light on them, they can’t 
really see anyone to my left or to my right. So I'm thinking okay, | put my lights on, Pm 
blocking him, he can’t see really, he’s not gonna know if I’m by myself or not. He’s just 
gonna hear a voice giving him commands so maybe he'll think someone is with me and 
I'm thinking okay, he’s gotta listen to me, | go he’s gonna figure out I’m by myself and | 
don’t know what he’s gonna do. So at that point I didn’t know if he was gonna try and 
engage me, either coming at me to fight with me or, you know, if he had a gun to shoot 
me. | didn't know what he was going to do. All| knew is okay, I’m still by myself, no 
one’s here and | don’t even have Aero overhead.” 


Deputy Sandoval said, “Once he cleared the entire door, he still, stopped and l'm still 
yelling at him, ‘just stay where you're at, stay where you're at, don’t move’, and then | 
decided, you know what, I’m just gonna prone him out. I’m gonna tell him get on the 
ground. You know, so | start yelling at him lie on the ground, lie on the ground, get 
down on the ground, you know, don't move, just lie on the ground and Fm telling the 
people in the car, stay where you're at, don’t move, and I’m giving like all these orders 
to people and, and at that point he turns and blades his body so now he’s facing north, 
but he does it at a quick movement and at the same time he lifts his shirt with his left 
hand and then | see what appears to me as a butt of a gun and I tell him, ‘don’t move, 
Fm gonna fuckin’ shoot you, don’t move’ and he just, he does like a quick thing and 
then | fired one shot and then he takes off running.” 


Deputy Sandoval said the Suspect turned to his left at the same time lowering his right 
hand and right hand crossing his body to his left waistband area. She said she saw the 
Suspect lift his tee-shirt up with his left hand and she saw what she believed to be the 
grip of a handgun. She said the grip was black in color. She said she did not see the 
Suspect pull out the handgun and did not see any objects in his hands after she shot. 
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Deputy Sandoval said she heard the sound of a window shatter coming from the stolen 
car and she saw the Suspect continued to run west on 60" Place and out of sight. She 
said almost simultaneously, the rear female passenger exited the vehicle and ran south 
and then west on 60" Place. She said, “! fired one shot and then he takes off running 
and at the same time that he takes off running, | fired a shot, the rear door opens up on 
the car and the female starts to bail. So now she’s running westbound on the south 
side of the street and he’s running northbound, or westbound on the north side of the 
street. So | have two people running at the same time and then that’s when Aero 
comes overhead.” 


Deputy Sandoval said she broadcasted “998” and a Huntington Park Police Officer then 
arrived from behind her and helped detain the last two passengers until deputies 
arrived. She said, “I hear a shotgun click and | was like what the hell and | turn and it 
happens to be Huntington Park and they're coming up from the back and they get there 
and by then the girl had gone and | had, I just did a quick turn and | saw, you know, the 
blue of the uniform, the star, the shield and at that time, | had turned, | turned to lock 
back or look forward and | see the girl hunker down on the north side, on the south side 
of the street in front of an apartment complex and she was shaking the fence at first 
trying to get over but she couldn't, and then she hunkered down and then shortly a 
while after that while we’re detaining the, the other two occupants in the vehicle, the 
female runs north across 60" Place into the apartments on the northwest corner. 
There’s an apartment complex there and I let Huntington Park, hey, ‘that’s gonna be my 
female, she bailed from the back.’ This is what she’s wearing and ! put out to Aero hey, 
the male, the male driver occupant is gonna be wearing this, this and this, this is what 
he looks like, this is where he was last seen. So they're like okay, when we get 
the...they started setting up the containment and then | hear people talking and then the 
first unit from the station ends up getting up on the north end. | found out afterwards he 
ended up making it from the station to Huntington Park before anybody from Cudahy or 
Maywood got there.” 


Deputy Sandoval said additional Huntington Park Police Officers arrived and detained 
the female who ran west on 60" Place. 


Deputy Sandoval said it was dark, but she had her headlights and spot light on, and 
additionally, there was overhead street lights on 60" Place. She said she was aware of 
two parked cars, a small brick planter-wall, and residential condominiums as her back 
drop when she shot. She said she did not see any other persons on the street in her 
field of fire. Deputy Sandoval said she fired one round because she thought the 
Suspect was retrieving a handgun and he did not comply with her orders to stop 
moving. 
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Deputy Sandoval said she was originally pointing her weapon at the Suspect to cover 
him when she was giving him commands to not move. She was holding her handgun 
with both of her hands. She said when the Suspect turned and she believed the 
Suspect was retrieving a handgun from his waistband to shoot her, she pointed and 
shot at the Suspect. She said she then acquired her sights, but the Suspect no longer 
presented a threat and she had lost his position because he had ran away. 


Deputy Sandoval said she only fired one round. She said, “Because of the distance 
that he was gaining (away from her) and the fact that it (field of fire) kept getting larger 
and then | had another person running. | didn’t think it'd be beneficial to fire three or 
four more rounds because now J don't know what else l'm engaging or I don't know 
what these guys are going to do in the car and | didn’t feel that | should be dropping 
rounds.”

Ms ST she, the Suspect, ana ere in a vehicle which was 


parked in a motel parking lot in Maywwod. She said she has known the Suspect for 


approximately three years. They were driving out of the parking lot sawa 
Deputy in a patrol car. She said she was the front passenger, with and 


in the backseats, and the Suspect was driving the car. 
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Ms BEE saia the Deputy followed them for approximately five minutes and the 
Deputy did not have the red lights or siren on. She said the Suspect drove normally 
and they all wondered why the deputy was following them. She said she did not know 
the vehicle was stolen and that was the first time she ever saw that vehicle. Ms. 

isaid the Suspect did not own the vehicle and he told her he borrowed it from 
a friend. She said, as far as she knew, no one had any illegal items in the car 


Ms BE saic they drove down 60" Place. She said she did not know why the 
Suspect drove to 60" Place. She said Suspect turned into a driveway and the Suspect 
said, “I’m not gonna go down, so l'm gonna run.” She said, “He was gonna turn in 
some driveways right there, like some condominiums, like, like two driveways in one, 
but he passed it, so he was gonna miss it, like he, he wasn’t really able to turn so 
instead he turned to the left, but it’s just like house and then only like a one driveway, 
you know. So he went up like...he went up like...he turned the car like this. Yeah, but 
to back, back out, you know? So now the officer was facing us.” 


Ms said the Deputy ordered them to stop and turn off the car. She said, 
“After that, okay after she said stop the car, but the car was still in motion like 
backwards, like going backwards, so she yelled again, “Stop the car.” And he stopped 
the car, like he, like he like put it in park and then | don’t know, ‘cause...but the lights, 
headlights, ! just (INAUDIBLE). Shining in our face, yeah.” 


Ms M-i the Suspect started to exit the car. She said, “Yeah, like it was just 
too many things in my mind. So he opens, like he, like to get out and she’s like stop the 
car and he put it in park and he opens the door and she’s like, she’s like...she was like 
‘stay in the vehicle’. Like, like what are you doing getting out of the car, out...you know, 
and he opened the car and like started to....She's like, ‘Stop right there!’ And then 
‘cause he had put his hands up like to open the door, so then he opened the door and 
then did like that.” 


Ms BEE saic she put her hands up, but the Suspect did not raised his hands 
until after he exited the vehicle. She said, “Like he just went to get out of the car and 
then to the officer. ‘No, wait, wait, hold on, hold on, wait.’ You know, he said, ‘Don't 
shoot’ ‘cause she, she had said, ‘Stop moving,’ like you know, like, like, like...’cause he 
in the car and was trying to get out, like to run and she was, ‘No, stay right there,’ you 
know, then like ‘If you move, I’m gonna have to shoot you.’ You know, ‘like don’t run, 
I'm gonna have to shoot you’. And so he was like...he said, ‘No, no, wait, wait,’ like 
pushing it more, like getting ready more, like it was get out of the car .” 


Ms the Suspect worked his way out of the vehicle. She said, “Like he, 
like he was like, he was like slowly, like he literally worked his way out of the car. He 
was in the car door and then he puts his hands up, like he like...’cause he moved, you 
know, he got into the position to like take off.” She said the Suspect stopped the car 
and put his hands at the same time he opened the door, placing his hands cut as he 
leaned his body out of the car. 
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Ms E the Suspect continued to move away from the open car door, at the 
same time moving his hands up and down {from his face to his chest) and back and 
forth. She said the Deputy was telling him to stop moving and the Suspect was also 
talking at the same time, saying, “No, no, wait!” 


VA said the Deputy shot at the Suspect. She said, “And then after he’s 
like...he moving out and then he does like, you know, and then he’s like, ‘Wait, wait, 
hold on! Wait, wait,’ and then but he kept getting out more, out more, out more, Like 
yeah, like completely out of the car, he like where he stretched his body out. And then 
she’s like, ‘Don’t move or I’m gonna have to shoot!’ ‘No, no! Wait, hold on, don’t 
shoot!’ Like, and like he booked it, like after it's like he just like phew, took off and then 
that’s when the officer shot.” 


Ms EE saic before the Suspect ran he was standing still, moving his hands up, 
down, back, and forth, at the same time talking to the Deputy. She said as the Suspect 
turned to run away, he did drop his hands, in one continuous motion. 


Ms Mk -< atter the Deputy shot, exited the vehicle and ran westbound. 


Ms said she did not know if the Suspect had a gun in his possession or not. 
She said she did not see him with a gun that night and has never seen him possess a 
gun in the past. She said she did not see any objects the Suspect’s waistband and did 
not know if the Suspect was carrying his wallet or not

He 
said the Suspect was driving and they drove out of the parking lot and a Deputy 
followed them. He said the Suspect was driving normally and the Deputy followed them 
for 11 or12 minutes. 


Mr aia they drove down 60" Place when the Suspect turned into a driveway, 
and then reversed to turn around. He said the Deputy’s patrol car was in the street and 
she was telling them stop and put their hands up. He said the Deputy was pointing her 
handgun at them. He said they all hesitated, but they all put their hands up. 


Mr SE aic the Suspect said he was going to “rur” and then the Suspect 
removed the keys from the ignition and exited the car. He said he does not know why 
the Suspect exited the car. He said, “To tell you the truth | wasn’t really paying 
attention to what he was doing. Like once he pulled into the street and then | realized 
that they were still behind us, then that’s... got a little nervous and then J, you know, 
once, once he backed out of the driveway and (INAUDIBLE) but that’s right after he had 
opened the door.” 


Mr EE said the Suspect was standing outside of the car with his hands up, 
holding the car keys in one hand. He said he heard a gunshot, the car window 
shattered, and he then saw the Suspect run away. He said, “He put his hands up and 
then the window breaks and you, you could hear something and then he runs. And 
then |, 1, cut of just reaction | just step out of the car and so does {and she runs to 
the, to the sidewalk and she does like a roll into a wall or something like that.”

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Mr SE saia that night, before he entered the vehicle, the Suspect had told him 
the car was stolen. He said land E- -- knew the car was stolen. He said they 
had all used Meth earlier that night. He said there was two “dime” bags of Meth and a 
Meth pipe in the vehicle when the Deputy stopped them. 


Mr S the Suspect did not have any weapons on him or in the car. He said 
none of them are gang members.

SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS 


Eric VALDEZ 


Suspect Eric Vadez was interviewed on October 20, 2010 by Detective George Bernal 
at East Los Angeles Station. The interview was video taped for review. 


Suspect Valdez said he was in a vehicle that was parked in a motel parking lot. He said 
he was with land He said he was the driver and they were 
waiting for| o complete a transaction with the motel manger. He said, “We 
ended up taking that stolen car and | saw the sheriff so | drove. She (was) across the 
medium, Slauson. She looked at me really hard , | said oh. And then instead of pulling 
in, she stopped and she stared it down. And my buddy was getting his money back 
complaining about the room some phone not working in the room, something like that. 
‘Hurry up man she’s right there.’ I already knew she was gonna tail us so she pulled us 
over, you know?” 


Suspect Valdez said “some guy” gave him the car and he did not know the vehicle was 


a stolen. He later stated he “made” the key to start the car. He said he does not know 
the “guy” who gave him the vehicle or where the “guy” lives. 
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Suspect Valdez said he thought the Deputy was going to give him a ticket for driving 
without a license. He said he drove out of the motel parking lot and the Deputy 
followed him. He said, “No license ticket something like that. She was parked right, 
like, | gave her room to bring the car in if she wanted to but she stayed there, like, on 
Slauson. On the street. Like, waited for me to pull me over. She didn’t turn the lights 
on right away so and | kept on going back = — didn’t break 
any laws, complete stop, I signaled and at the end, | was gonna make, | was gonna 
make a three point U turn and park by one of my buddy's house, and | said ‘we'll just go 


inside of this friend's house’. 


Suspect Valdez said he drove to a friend’s house on 60" Place when the Deputy 
stopped him. He said, "I was already pulling bacx out to (inaudible) park right there and 
she got right in the middle. She was, like, ‘hey, turn that off.’ She said, ‘I’m going to 
shoot your ass don’t.’ Man | just ran, you know? And she fired, like, one shot. | could 
tell that she was shooting at me you know. She shoot (at) me you know. So | just ran 
and ran. | ran in between the cars. 


Suspect Valdez said he was scared he was going to be arrested and he “bounced” 
(ran). He said he did not think the car was stolen until the Deputy had her handgun 
pointed at him. 


Suspect Valdez said he did not comply with the Deputy’s orders to stay in the car. He 
said he did not have a gun in his possession and had his hands up when he exited the 
car. He admitted that if he had stayed in the car and complied with the Deputy’s orders, 
the Deputy had no reason to shoot at him 


Suspect Valdez said he was standing outside and next to the driver's side door with his 
hands up saying, “Please no.” He said he was getting ready to run. He said, “| wanted 
to get away. Well, she knew | was going to run. She said ‘if you run I'll shoot’.” 


Suspect Valdez said he uses Meth daily and he had Meth in his possession when they 
were stopped. He said he did not comply with the Deputy’s orders and he ran away. 


Suspect Valdez said he turned and lowered his hands es he ran away and the Deputy 
shot at him. He said he could understand that the motion of turning and lowering his 
hands would have concerned the Deputy.
